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O THE LITERATURE 


It is not at all uncommon for those engaged in research to learn that the 
results and the conclusions obtained in the course of their work have been al- 
ready reported by others. Thus, the need of a careful search of the literature 
before planning experimental work has. been brought directly, and by no means in- 
frequently, to the attention of almost everyone. Not only may valuable time be 
saved, but fruitful suggestions for solving problems can be obtained usually by 
the critical study of the work of others. 

The literature of science is so extensive and it is published in a manner 
so disorganized that access to all of it is practically impossible. It is only 
by means of the various digests, indexes, bibliographies, and other guides to it 
that anything like a complete examination can be made. These guides are indis- 
Pensible aids to successful research and it is by their gradual improvement that 
the progress of science will be hastened. 

With medical literature, it is probable that to a greater extent than is 
the case with other branches of science, we discover a composite of all degrees 
of originality. A large proportion of medical contributions have for their main 
object the instructiun or dissemination of information for the benefit of those 
engaged in medical practice. In séme cases the appeal is to the lay public for the 
general purpose of alleviating and improving the general welfare of mankind. 
These latter, despite their value, do not contain new facts and observations 
which alone can be directly utilized by those engaged in the solution of the 
countless prohlems in medical science. The question now arises as to whether our 

_ principal object in making an index to medical literature should be completeness 
or perfection of the selection. The decision on this point is an important mat- 
ter and it deserves most careful consideration. 

In respect to completeness, its desirability cannot be questioned. Papers 
which exhibit the least degree of originality in presentation or even which con- 
tain comparatively minor observations may indeed prove of aid to someone, there- 
fore providing the means of locating them should not be neglected. The sole 
point at issue is whether it would be advantageous to index them separately from 
the papers which are devoted to the reporting of new facts in medicine. are 
these two fields of endeavor sufficiently distinct to permit their differentia- 
tion from the indexing standpoint? The perplexing question is whether it can be 


done successfully and what advantages will be gained thereby.

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An example of the all-embracing index is the Index-Catalogue of the Library 
of the Surgeon General's Office, U.S.Army. In this Index everything which ap- 
pears to be of the remotest interest to medicine is included. There will conse- 
quently be found in it many entries whose significance to medical science can be 
questioned. Does their presence interfere sufficiently with finding the direct- 
ly pertinent references so as to create a disadvantage? 

On the other hand, the Quarterly Cumulative Index Medicus appears to exer- 
cise greater discretion in selecting what shall be included. It is evident that 
it is designed more particularly for the medical profession than to also serve 


the nore or less closely allied fields of activity. 


Both of these two great undertakings are performing an invaluable service to 
the advancement of medicine and the purpose of this discussion is not to question 
their importance. It is desired simply to point out that like all other subjects 
of original research, guides to literature deserve the same intensive study that 


is given to other problems confronting the scientist.
